Crafts Might Be Converted Into Commercial Liners 


or Freight Carriers or Naval Repair and Sup- 


ply Boats; Scrapping Methods Not 


Decided Upon.

Washington, Nov. 24—American of- 


ficials are giving some thought to 
the possibility of salvaging as non- 
combatant naval or as commercial 
craft the three new battleships now 
afloat but which would not be com- 
pleted under Secretary Hughes' naval 
limitation and reduction plan. They 
are hopeful that, in firms the meth- 
ords of scrapping, the conferenes will 
not make an arbitrary rule that 
would require the ships to be sunk 
or otherwise totally destroyed. 


POSSIBLY CONVERTIBLE, 


It is possible, shipbuilding experts 


asserted, that the Colorado, Wash- 
ington and West Virginia could be 
converted into serviceable interme- 
diate liners for commercial use pure- 
ly or turn one or more of the trio into 
repair^ or supply ships for the fleets, 
though high cost of operation might 
prevent this expedient. 


As 
to the possible 
commercial 


•value of the battleships after recon- 
struction, It was stated that 
they 


could be turned into cargo and pas- 
senger carr>ing craft with the re- 
moval of armor belts and guns anfl 
turrets. There is a lack of ships of 
this class, it was added In the exist- 
ing American merchant marine. 


METHODS NOT REACHED. 


So far as known, the committee 


of naval experts dealing with Sec- 
retary Hughes' proposals 
has not 


reached the point of 
considering 


methods of scrapping. It is still ham- 
mering away at 
the innumerable 


technical details involved in the plan. 


After almost two weeks' delibera- 


tion the American naval reduction 
and limitation program stands about 
•where it was at the beginning with 
the only formal statement as to coun- 
ter proposals being the announcement 
of Admiral Baron Kato for Japan that 
ke would seek a slightly higher gen- 
eral tonnage in capital ships and an 
equal tonnage in certain purely de- 
fensive craft.
